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FOREWORD. 


This  brief  account  of  our  Lovering  Lineage  is  based  on 
research  done  years  ago  by  Maiy  Lovering  Holman.*  It  is  to 
ba  hoped  that  some  day  time  may  be  found  in  which  to  add  to 
the  data  herein.  In  the  meantime  it  will  certainly  serve  as 
an  outline  and  a  basis  for  further  work.  The  material  glean¬ 
ed  on  the  early  generations  is  scant  but  the  early  beginnings 
of  the  present  State  of  Maine  are  themselves  shrouded,  and  the 
sources  of  record  veiy  meagre.

EARLY  LOVERING  IMMIGRANTS 

I.  W3.11iayn  Levering  who  cane  with  his  sisters  to  Kass- 
a  chu setts* 

II.  John  Lovering,  born  about  1600,  whose  widow,  Anne, 
married  Rev.  E.  Bro?m  of  Watertown,  Mass,  His  nephe?/,  Thomas 
Lovering,  came  to  Watertown  in  1663.  These  two  are  known  to 

be  of  the  Ardley,  Essex,  and  Aldham,  Suffolk,  Loverings.  There 
is  much  material,  both  published  and  in  manuscript  form,  to  be 
obtained  on  this  particular  family. 

III.  John  Levering  who  settled  in  Dover,  13.  H.,  about  1880, 

/ 

and  was  drowned  there  leaving  several  children.  His  son,  John, 
from  whom  descend  the  Loverings  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  and 
Essex  County,  Mass,,  appears  often  in  the  early  records.  John 
seems  to  have  been  of  quite  a  different  class  than  William  Lov¬ 
ering,  but  this  may  be  because  his  son,  John  Jr.,  left  a  minor, 
was  not  as  well  cared  for  as  William’s  son,  Robert  Lovering. 

IV.  John  Love ring  of  Boston,  Mass.,  who  left  an  only  daugh 
ter,  and  whose  existence  is  proved  by  a  deed  recorded  in  Suffolk 
County, Mass.  It  is  quite  possible  that  he  was  a  brother  of 
William  Lovering. 

There  was  apparently  nc  connection  between  the  £irst 

three  immigrants  named  above,  at  least  no  close  relationship.

It  is  extremely  probable,  as  will  later  be  pointed  out,  that 
* 
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Yfilliam  Lovering  came  from  Cornwall  or  Devon,  in  England,  and 
probably  from  Cornwall,  where  the  name  still  persists* 

LOVEPING  LINEAGE 

The  origin  of  this  particular  Lovering  Family  is  unknown. 

It  seer.s  quite  logical  that  an  early  immigrant  of  the  name 

came  about  1650-1670  to  New  England,  perhaps  to  Maine,  and  soon 

died  here,  leaving  a  family  $  or  perhaps  it  was  a  widow  Lovering 

7/ho  brought  her  children  over  here  at  about  this  time.  The  late 

J.  Gardner  Bartlett  stated  that  a  Jone  Lovering,  aged  sixty -nine, 
* 

deposed  in  Suffolk  County,  Mass.,  3  Feb.  1382-83;  she  would  have 
bean  about  the  right  age  to  have  been  the  mother  of  these  child¬

*The  noncupative  will  of  Sarah  Phillips  of  Boston,  Mass.,  dated

cousin  William  Grsenough.  , 

William  Grsenough  and  "Jono  Levering, "  personally  appeared 
4  Jan.  1692  and  testified  that  they  were  present  when  the  deceas¬ 
ed  declared  her  will  etc. 

Debborah  Emery,  aged  about  50,  and  Elizabeth  Greenough,  also 
testified  about  this  will,  the  first  on  the  6th,  and  the  latter 
on  the  3d  of  February  1S82. 

Written  on  a  small  piece  of  paper,  undated,  and  unsigned 


appears  the  following;

Banks  made  a  little  research  in  England  for  Mrs.  Mary  Lov- 
ering  Holman,  but  obtained  nothing  about  this  family. 

It  is  however  definitely  known  that  William  .Lovering  our 
progenitor  was  here  in  Maine  ty  1672,  and  that  he  had  a  sister 
Jane  who  married  John  Pride  and  a  sister  Sarah  who  married 
first  John  Place  and  secondly,  John  Bushnell.  No  attempt  has 
been  made  ly  the  compiler  to  obtain  further  data  about  his  sis¬ 
ters  or  his  possible  brother,  John  Lovering.  Doubtless  care¬ 
ful  research  and  a  large  amount  of  time  would  produce  quite  a 
clear  and  accurate  account  of  them  and  their  respective  fami¬ 
lies.  Briefly  then,  this  unknown  Lovering  forbear  had  the 
following  children:

WILLIAM* 1  LOVERING,  brother  of  Jane  Pride  and  of  Sarah  Place, 
probably  born  in  Cornwall  or  Devon,  England,  about  1540,  died  be¬ 
fore  1690,  probably  in  Maine.  He  married  before  1676,  and  prob¬ 
ably  about  1665,  Margaret  Gutch,  baptised  as  an  adult  in  Roxbuiy, 

i 

Mass.,  13  Sept.  1663,  died  in  Roxbuiy  about  1690,  daughter  of 

Rev.  Robert  Gutch  a  prominent  early  Maine  hevine.* 

» 

He  apparently  settled  first  in  Esse.  County,  Mass.,  where 
he  was  a  constable  of  Rowley  (sic  Blodgett  states  he  was  of  New¬ 
bury),  in  March  1665.  It  ?:as  probably  about  this  time  that  he 

i 

married  Margaret  Gutch  whose  father  was  then  of  Salem  in  that 
County.  The  Marke  Lovering  who  deposed  in  November  1667  in  an 
Essex  County  Court,  may  have  been  a  brother  of  William.  From 
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Essex  Count y,  William  Lovering  went  down  to  Sheepscot,  Maine, 
which  was  in  1675  destroyed  by  the  Indians.  From  there  Wil¬ 
liam  fled  to  Boston  where  he  had  a  child  born  the  next  year. 
There  is  every  reason  to  think  that  he  later  returned  to  his 
property  in  Maine  and  lost  his  life  in  a  second  Indian  raid 
there,  perhaps  in  1688.  His  widow  lived  in  Roxbuiy  and  it 
seems  possible  that  the  Williams  family  of  that  town  were 
family  connections  of  hers. 

In  a  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Sheepscott,  18  May 
1672,  in  the  "Eastern  Parts  of  New  England,"  appears  the 
name  of  Loveren. ”  A  copy  of  this  petition  is  on  file 

at  the  Supreme  Court,  or  old  Superior  Court  of  Judicature  in 
Boston,  1117.  (Maine  Historical  Society  Collections  5:240.)

At  a  meeting  held  in  Boston,  19  Aug.  1882,  articles 
of  association  for  the  settlement  of  a  town  upon  the  Sheepscot 
River  were  signed  by  "William  Lowering"  and  others.  This  was 
attested  to  again  by  William  Lowering  and  others  at  New  Dart¬ 
mouth  (Maine),  16  Sept.  1684.  An  undated  petition  was  present¬ 
ed  by*  the  inhabitants  of  Pemaquid  and  bears  the  signature  of 
William  Lowering  among  others.  Again,  21  Apr.  1684,  a  peti- 
tion  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ne?/  Dartmouth  nin  y  ’  Easteme  Parts 

(O 

of  y“  County  Cornwall  in  America,"  bears  the  signature  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Lovering.  These  papers  are  to  be  found  in  the  Colonial 
Mss.  of  New  York,  xxxiv,  xxxii.  (ill.,  5: 57,68«100. ) 


In  .1333,  Willi an  Lovering  signed  a  petition  to  Colonel 
Dongan  of  New  York,  under  whose  jurisdiction  this  section  of 
Maine  then  lay,  an  an  inhabitant  between  the  river  Kenybeke  and 
St*  Croix,  (ibid*.  01.)  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  a 
result  of  the  Indian  War3,  New  Dartmouth,  a  village  on  the 
Sheepscote  River,  was  destroyed  with  the  exception  of  four  or 
five  houses.  This  place  was  incorporated  in  1758  as  Newcastle, 
Maine, 

Between  1700  and  1720  the  claims  to  Eastern  Lands  were  in¬ 
vestigated  and  from  these  records  it  may  be  noted  that  William 
Lovering  received  a  grant  20  Aug,  1686,  for  which  his  heirs  put

There 
are  also  a  number  of  interesting  depositions  filed  in  the  York 
Deeds  that  prove  the  Lovering  and  Gutch  connections:

the  reputed  daughter  of  Robert  Gutch,  with  whom  she  then  lived, 
her  father  had  land  running  by  the  river  from  two  and  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  on  to  three  miles  into  the  woods;  she  had 
a  brother  named  John  Filman,  whose  wife  was  Magdalen,  daughter 
of  Robert  Gutch,  and  the;/  had  a  daughter  Mary  Filman,  now  So¬ 
per,  their  only  daughter  now  living  in  Boston.  Deborah  Bur¬ 
net,  aged  about  sixty-six  years,  a  grand  daughter  of  Robert 
Gutch,  had  often  heard  Mary  Soper,  she  declared,  say  that  her 
father’s  name  wa3  William  Rogers  who  had  married  Lydia  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Robert  Gutch  etc.  (ibid,,  17;56«) 

’’Margaret  ye  daughter  of  Mr.  Gutts  a  member  of  Salem 
Church  but  resident  in  Kennebec”  ?;as  baptised  in  Roxbupy,  13 
Sept.  1663. 

William  Lovering  died  intestate  and  there  wa3  no  settle¬ 
ment  of  his  estate  either  in  York  County,  Maine,  or  in  Suffolk 
County,  Mass. 

12  Feb.  1690-91,  Samuel  Williams  Senr  of  Roxbuiy  was  bond¬ 
ed  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Margaret  Lovering  late  of

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same  deceased;  there  were  no  sureties.  Thera  was  only  one  o- 
ther  original  paper  filed  with  her  estate:  The  inventory  filed 
28  July  1691,  attested  to  by  the  said  administrator,  Samuel 
Williams,  and  which  consists  of  personal  property  only,  this 
is  headed,  ’’Goods  of  the  widow  Margaret  Lovering  was  with  Deb¬ 
orah  Whit  &  in  her  Costyty  .  .  *  n  (Suffolk  probate  1914.)

(See  Case  of  David 
Jeffries  vs.  Nathaniel  Donnell,  1766.)  Donnell  had 
purchased  from  the  heirs  of  Robert  Gutch;  and  Jef¬ 
fries  held  his  from  the  Plymouth  Patent.

ROBERT  LOVERING  (William  ),  bom  probably  in  Sheep- 
scot,  Maine,  about  1680,  died  before  4  July  1723,  Boston, 

Mass*  He  married  in  Roxbuiy,  Mass.,  3  Jan.  1704-05,  Alice 
Craft,  baptised  there,  19  Feb.  1681-82,  died  in  Ko3.1iston, 

Ma3S.,  in  1783,  aged  one  hundred  and  two  years,  daughter  of 
Samuel  add  Elizabeth  (Seaver)  Craft. 

Alice  Craft  was  a  much  married  lady.  She  married  second¬ 
ly,  4  July  1723,  Ephraim  Iyon  who  soon  died.  She  married  third¬ 
ly,  24  July  1729,  Captain  John  Greenwood  of  Newton,  Mass.,  who 
died  29  Aug.  1737.  She  married  fourthly,  in  Newton,  28  Sept. 
1743,  James  Shed  of  Roxbuiy,  who  died  29  Dec.  1749.  She  mar¬ 
ried  fifthly,  about  1750,  John  Winchester  of  Brookline,  Mass., 
who  died  a  year  later,  and  survived  him,  as  his  widow,  for  over 
thirty  two  years.  With  her  inheritance  from  her  father,  and 
her  dower  rights  in  the  estates  of  her  five  husbands,  two  of 
them,  Greenwood  and  Winchester,  being  wealthy  men,  she  was  a 
rich  woman  for  her  time. 

Robert  Lovering  after  his  marriage  was  first  of  Roxbuiy, 
then  of  Brookline,  then  of  Dorchester,  then  of  Roxbuiy,  and 
finally  of  Boston.  His  widow  lived  in  Newton  with  two  of  her 
husbands,  but  after  her  last  husbands  death  she  removed  to 
Holliston  and  lived  the  rest  of  her  life  with  her  sons  there. 

At  the  time  of  her  decease  she  7ra.s  living  in  the  family  of 
her  grandson  Joseph'  (Samuel^).  She  is  said  to  have  left  a 
will  remembering  all  her  descendants  by  some  memento,  but 
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this  was  never  probated.  Her  fame  lasted  for  many  years, 
her  great-great-great-  Granddaughter  (Emelina^,  Daniel^, 

Daniel^,  Jesse"1,  Samuel^,  Robert^)  telling  of  "Granny  Winchester”, 
who  lived  to  be  so  very  old, 

Robert  has  but  two  land  records  on  file  at  Suffolk  Registry 
of  Deeds:

51  Mar.  1711,  Robert  Lovering  and  wife  Alice  of  Dorchester, 
cordwainer,  sell  to  Park  Williams  of  Roxbuiy,  husbandman,  sixty 
one  acres  of  land  in  Dorchester,  with  all  the  buildings  thereon, 
Park  Williams  and  Robert  Lovaring  being  bound  in  the  sum  of  L’70 
and  a  mortgage  to  Edward  Devotion.  Both  sign,  witnessed  ty 
William  Dudley,  Edward  Weaver,  Joseph  He wins,  Mehi table  Hewins, 
(ibid. ,  25:277.) 

Robert  evidently  failed  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  mort¬ 
gage:  Tfrit  of  attachment  vs.  Robert  Lovering  formerly  of  Brook¬ 
line  but  now  of  Dorchester  cordwainer  by  Edward  Devotion,  ”ffor 
the  balanc  the  deft  has  illegally  entered  into  and  refuses  to 
deliver  the  pltf  the  possession  of  all  that  tract  or  parcel  of 
land  ...  61  acres  ...  in  township  of  Dorchester."  The  o- 
riginal  mortgage  is  filed  and  on  it  appear  the  signatures  of 
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Robert  and  Alice  Lovering.  (Superior  Court  of  Judicature 
8405.) 

Further  land  records  were  recorded  iu  York  County,

Samuel  a  little  work  would  probably  settle  this  point. 

Samuel  Lovoring  served  in  th«  French  Wars  as  did  his 
son,  Samuel  Jr.,  and  had  the  honor  to  have  all  six  of  his 
sons  serve  in  the  Revolution. 

22  Apr.  1757,  "Samuel  Loverring"  was  a  member  of  the  Hol- 
liston  Foot  Company,  Captain  Samuel  Bullard  commanding.  24 
Mar.  1759,  "Sanr^-  L-overaign"  aged  forty  three  years,  of  HdLis- 
ton,  "Had  his  own  gun"  and  was  listed  in  Colonel  John  Jones 
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Regiment  as  enlisting  24  March.  Samuel  Lovering  served  in 
Captain  John  Nixon's  company,  in  Colonel  Timothy  Ruggles  (1st) 
Battalion)  Regiment,  ?/as  of  Roll  is  ton,  service  from  25  March 
to  50  April,  1759.  Ho  v.ra3  again  listed  from  30  April  to  23 
May  that  year,  Ruggles  being  then  a  Brigadier  General.  The 
name  of  "Samuel  Lovring"  appears  on  a  muster  roll  5  Mar.  1760, 
residence  Hollis ton,  under  Captain  John  Nixon,  from  24  March 
to  2  December,  33  weeks  and  2  days,  at  Crown  Point.  "Samuel 
Lovring"  was  in  Captain  James  Grays  Company,  residence  Hollis- 
ton,  from  29  March  to  20  November  1762,  list  made  23  Feb.  1763. 
(Massachusetts  Archives  97:184.254.152.34.154;  95:506,99:247.) 

His  son,  Samuel  Lovering  Jr.,  also  had  service  with  him 
in  this  campaign.  He  served  from  6  April  to  30  April  1759 
under  Captain  John  Nixon,  same  regiment;  enlisted,  aged  eight¬ 
een,  residence  Holliston,  and  "Had  his  own  gun,"  under  Colonel 
Jones  -  name  spelled  as  "Loveraign,"  in  this  roll;  served  from 
24  March  to  2  December  1760  under  Captain  John  Mixon  -  in  this 
his  master  is  given  as  Staples  Chamberlain;  and  served  from  29 
March  to  20  November  1762  under  Captain  James  Gray,  (ibid, t 
97:184, 154, 54;  99:  247J 

We  have  already  cited  the  York  County,  Maine,  deeds  in 
which  Samuel  appears  with  his  brothers  and  sister  in  convey- 
ing  their  rights  to  the  property  of  their  great  grandfather 
Rev.  Robert  Gutch  and  their  grandfather  William  Lovering. 

Samuel  has  no  recorded  deeds  in  Suffolk  County.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  there  may  be  some  deeds  of  his  in  Worcester  County,  as 
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Holliston  was  on  the  County  line  between  Middlesex  and  Worces- 
ter  Counties  j  these  Y<orcester  Deeds  and  the  Yforcester  Probate 
have  not  been  consulted  as  yet  for  thi3  Lovering  Lineage,  He 
had  but  t?<o  deed3  on  record  at  Middlesex  Registry:

A  careful  search  of  the  Holliston  and  Hopkinton  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Records  would  of  course  add  a  great  deal  to  the  biographi- 
cal  account  of  these  later  generations. 

Henryk  Lovering,  Samuel’s  eighth  child  had  service  in  the 
Continental  A  ray  in  the  Revolution  and  died  a  prisoner  in  that 
War.  Samuel  petitioned  that  his  said  son  Heniy  had  served  in 
the  Continental  Amy  and  died  in  captivity  and  that  his  son's 
wages  were  drawn  on  a  forged  order,  hence  ty  a  Resolve  of  17 
Mar,  1786,  the  wages  were  regranted  to  the  father,  Samuel  Lov¬ 
ering.  (Mass,  Acts  and  Resolves.  1784-1785,  p,  906.) 

Samuel  wa3  appointed  the  administrator  of  his  son  Heniy' s 
estate,  5  May  1786,  with  Samuel  Lovering  Jr.,  and  Joel  Butler, 
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blacksmith,  us  surely  on  the  bond,  all  of  Hollis  ton,  in  this 
bond  Samuel  is  called  a  reaver*  But  Samuel  by  reason  of  age 
and  lameness  was  unable  to  attend  the  Probate  Court,  and  the 
oath  was  administered  to  him  at  his  homo  in  Holliston.  Henry’s 
•estate,  of  course,  consisted  mainly  of  his  wages  due  him  for 
service  in  the  War#  But  Samuel  did  not  finish  the  administra¬ 
tion,  and  IE  Nov#  1792,  his  son,  Samuel  Lovering,  and  Aaron 
Maynard  and  Thomas  Carr  petitioned  that  Jesse  Lovering  of 
Holden,  gentleman,  be  appointed  the  administrator  of  heniy’s 
estate,  as  the  father  Samuel  had  deceased.  Hence,  three  days 
later  Jesse  Lovering  was  so  appointed  with  the  said  Maynard 
an  d  Carr  on  his  bond.  With  the  papers  of  this  estate  was 
filed  a  certificate  made  by  Samuel  Bullard  Jr.,  that  Samuel 
Lovering,  Jesse  Lovering,  Rufus  Lovering,  were  all  of  them 
brothers  of  the  deceased  Henry  Lovering,  and  that  Maiy  May-* 
nard,  Abigail  Carr,  and  Alice  Bowker,  were  all  of  them  sisters 
of  the  said  deceased.  (Middlesex  Protote  14575#  14574.) 

There  is  preserved  in  the  Archives  of  the  Commonwealth 

i 

of  Massachusetts  an  interesting  petition  of  Samuel  Lovering’s. 
This  was  dated  1759  and  presents  that  a  John  Hunt  servant  of 
the  said  Lovering  had  been  a  soldier  in  the  last  Campaign  had 
been  taken  ill  and  Lovering  asks  for  reimbursement  for  the 
expenses  attendant  upon  his  illness,  Lovering  having  brought 
him  home  to  Holliston  from  Westfield,  nursed  him  and  so  on. 

6  Aug.  1787,  Samuel  Levering  Jr.,  and  Jesse  Lovering  pe- 
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tition  that  a  guardian  be  appointed  for  their  father  who  i3 
non  compos  mentis  ty  reason  of  his  age  and  bodily  infirmities. 
The  town  of  Holliston  recommended  Lt.  Josi&h  Hemenway,  7  Aug. 
1787,  who  was  appointed  to  that  trust,  being  bonded  13  Sept. 
1787,  with  John  Stone  and  Samuel  Parks  Esq.,  on  his  bond. 

The  inventoiy  of  his  estate  was  presented  23  Nov.  1787,  a- 
mounting  to  E44«  Samuel  evidently  went  to  live  with  his  son, 
Samuel  Jr.,  that  fall,  and  two  years  later  in  1789,  his  guar¬ 
dian  submitted  an  account  which  reads  as  if  Samuel  were  still 
living.  (Middlesex  Probate  14579.) 

As  his  sons  came  into  court  in  an  effort  to  finally  set¬ 
tle  their  brother  Heniy’s  estate  in  1792,  Samuel  Lovering  Sr., 
evidently  died  between  1789  and  1792,

Jesse  Lovering  appeared  in  connection  with  the  guardianship 
of  his  father,  Samuel,  in  1787,  and  again  in  connection  with  the 
final  settlement  of  the  estate  of  his  brother,  Heniy,  in  1792, 
in  Middlesex  Probate  Court. 

He,  as  did  his  five  brothers,  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
T/ar,  and  tradition  has  it  that  he  distinguished  himself  in  the 
Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  The  official  record  of  his  service  is 
as  follows:

Between  the  line  ending  "by"  and  the  line  beginning  "General 
Sullivan  is  interlined:  "December  1775.  Enlisted  then  in  the 
company  commanded  by  Captain  Miller  and  served  in  said  corps 
until  February  1776." 

Now  two  of  Jesse's  children  did  a  very  "odd"  thing.  They, 
Levi  and  Olive,  in  order  to  benefit  by  later  Acts  of  Congress 
attempted  to  obtain  money  from  the  government  by  falsified tion- 
perhaps  no  unusual  thing.  They  claimed  that  Jesse  died  10 
Sept.  1844,  that  his  widow  died  17  Jan.  1840,  that  they  were 
the  only  two  children  living  in  1S46.  Olive  was  still  attempt¬ 
ing  to  get  this  money  in  1856.  The  compiler  has  a  photostat 
made  by  the  Government  of  this  "tissue  of  lies,"  the  original 
being  at  the  Pension  Office  in  Washington,  D.  C.  fears  later, 
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Eme'line  Lovering,  a  great-granddaughter  of  Lt.  Jesse  Lovering, 
warned  her  neice  (now  Maiy  Lovering  Holman)  that  Olive  and  Levi 
had  attempted  some  queer  business.

William  )  bom  in  Stockbridge,1  Vt.,  26  Nov.  1800,  died  in 
Worcester,  Worcester  County,  Muss.,  26  Oct.  1876,  testate, 
buried  in  Mi.  Hope  Cemeteiy  in  Worcester.  He  married  in  Dp- 
ton,  Mass.,  6  Aug.  1822,  Emily -Rockwool  McFarland,  born  there, 
29  Aug.  1805,  died  in  Worcester,  6  Apr.  1861,  buried  in  Mt, 
Hops,  daughter  of  Thomas  ar.d  Hepzibah  (Ward)  McFarland. 

Daniel  Lovering  was  a  carpenter  ty  trade  and  Yttnifred 
Lovering  Holman,  his  great-granddaughter  possesses  a  walnut 
chest  made  ty  him. ’  He  was  a  well  knovrn.  man  in  Worcester  and 
was  associated  with  Foster  and  others  of  the  early  Abolition¬ 
ist  Movement.  He  lost  his  father  at  the  age  of  six  years 
which  was  a  great  handicap  to  his  early  youth.  His  will  is 
on  file  at  the  Worcester  County  Probate  Couv't.  He  lived  in 
Upton  and  in  Worcester,  both  in  Worcester  County. 

Children:  first  five  bom  in  Upton. 

Emeline  M.  Childs  purchased  a  house  and  land  at  38  Wil¬ 
liams  Street  in  Worcester;  this  was  later  conveyed  ty  her  to 
her  mother.  When  her  father,  Daniel,  died  he  provided  in  his 
will'  that  his  property  was  to  go  to  this  particular  daughter, 

provided  and  with  the  express  understanding,  that  she  would 

/ 

see  that  her  brothers  and  sister  also  had  shares  in  it. 

The  family  talked  over  the  matter  and  agreed  that  Emeline 
should  keep*the  property  for  life,  and  that  at  her  death 
she  was  to  see  that  the  rest  of  the  heirs  got  their  shares. 
Emeline* s  death  was  after  that  of  her  brother  Daniel  Lover- 


ing  Jr.,  and  Eveline  did  not  carry  out  the  agreement,  and  Maiy 
Lovering  Holman,  the  only  child  and  heir  of  Daniel  Lovering 
Jr.,  never  had  any  part  of  her  grandfather  Daniel  Lovering’s 
estate.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  present  owners  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  at  SB  Williams  Street  have  an  insecure  title.  Eveline 
sold  this  property  in  1894  to  a  Caroline  Abbott  cf  Worcester. 
The  present  1955  owners  are  named  Kimball,
